Governor Littlefield wasiu Washington 


Monday and visited the Senate and Home 
of Bepresentatives. 


Mr. Pierre Lorfflard's Mistake won the 


race for the Newmarket spring handicap 
in London, yesterday. Mistake won easi- 
ly being six lengths ahead at the finish. 


George Otto Trevelyan has been ap- 


pointed and has accepted the office of 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. His appoint- 
ment is everywhere conceded to bs an 
excellent one. 


It is thought that Mr. Blainn will have 


the call of the people of Maine to ran for 
Congress from that state. The petition 
contains the names of nearly all the busi- 
ness men of the state. 


Colonel Worthingtou's nomination for 


the collectorship of the port of Boston was 
discussed in the executive session of the 
Senate yesterday. Both the Massachu- 
setts senators made speeches in opposi. 
tion to the confirmation bill no action 
was taken. 


The result, of the Durfee trial, which ia 


announced in the court reports, is a great 
surprise to everyone. 
The jury were in 


consultation one hour and twenty minutes 
and returned a verdict of guilty. 
It was 


expected that the jury would at least dis- 
agree. The court has given the defend- 
ant's counsel twenty days to file aifadftvils 
and exceptions for a new trial. 


Hon. Alexander K. Stephens, while as- 


cending the steps of the Capitol at WiiKh- 
ington,yesterday. slipped and received a se- 
vere sprain of the ankle. Serious results are 
feared for the recovery of Mr. Stephens 
who is now in his seventieth year and 
does not enjoy the besl of health. 
Mr. 


Stephens has had an experience in the 
legislative action of our government for 
more than forty years and his experience 
has made him almost invaluable. 


The tariff commission bill has passed 


Ihe House aud yesterday passed the Sen- 
ale aud will receive Ihe signature of the 
President. The commission will he ap- 
pointed immediately, but who will con- 
stitute it is not known. 
They are to re- 


port at the opening of the next Congress, 
and so there will be no delay. 
Tho com- 


mission has a large amount of work before 
it and must work diligently and carefully, 
and should bo able to prepare a far better 
bill than could be done by Congress. 


The Senate Tuesday, by a vote of 35 to 


19, passed the House tariff commission 
bill, and discussed at length tbe bill creat- 
ing intermediate appellant courts as a 
measure of relief for the United States 
Supreme Court. Sixteen bills were passed 
for donating condemned cast iron cannon 
for monumental, cemetery nud other pur- 
poses. -The entire session of the House 
was devoted to the consideration of the 
bill for enlarging the duties and powers of 
the Department of Agriculture. 
No defi- 


nite action, however, was reached. 


The excitement in England aud Ire- 


land over tho recent murders still con- 
tinues. The police are actively at work 
and have arrested several persons on sus- 
picion. Some of' the men arrested cau 
give no satisfactory explanation of their 
whereabouts on the day of the tragedy. 
Two men, who claim to be Americans, 
have been arrested at Monoghan. one of 
whom has been proved tu be an Irish- 
man.

from these countries, of whom there are 
a great many, and they will most surely 
come to our conntry if they get out of 
work iu either of the others. 
What cau 


we do with them ? Can we make them 
take out certificates of identity, or shall 
we shut them np in prison ? What is to 
compel them to take out these certifi- 
cates ? The bill is weak in the matter of 
its enforcement, and grave trouble! will 
continually arise.

the articles when they are put away, and 
second to put them where the parent 
moth cauuot enter. Tin cases, soldered 
tight, whiskey barrels heacjed BO that not 
even u liquid can get in or out, have been 
used to keep out moths. 
A piece of 


strong 
brown 
paper,

enter, 
is 
just as 
good. 


Tut the articles in a close box and cover 
every joint with paper, or resort to what- 
ever will be a complete covering. 
A 


wrapper of common cotton cloth, so put 
aronucl asd secured, is 
often used. 


Wherever a knitting needle will pass the 
parent moth can enter. 
Carefully ex- 


clude the insect and the articles will be 
safe. 
As to the Buffalo or carpet moth, 


this fortunately exists in but a few locali- 
ties. 
No better remedy than that we 


gave a year or two ago has been offered. 
Wet a folded sheet or other cloth, lay it 
over tho place near the edge of the cnr- 
pet, and use several hot Hat-irons, mov- 
iug them about from time to time RO as 
to send the steam down through tho car- 
pet and into all the cracks of; the floor, 
and it will kill the moths.
